ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Ceylon, April 28.—British armor- 
ed forces rocked the Japanese 
invaders of India with a smashing

Saliying out of Kohima after 
nightfall Wednesday behind a 
spearhead of tanks, a battalion of 
West of England troops—possibly 
1,000 or more men—broke into the 
Japanese lines around the city and 
captured a number of enemy strong 
points,

No Increases in 
Liquor Allowances 


There will be no increase in hard 
liquor or beer allowances in Al- 
berta during the month of May, 
John A. King, chairman of the Al- 
berta Liquor Control Board, an- 
nounced Friday. Present allowances 
are 12 pints of beer, 13 ounces of 
hard liquor, and 26 ounces of wine 
per permittee per month. 

Mr. King said the 12-pint beer 
allowance makes it possible for 
every permit-holder to obtain his 
share, no matter at what time of! 
the month he calls to make the 
purchase. He indicated that if the| 
allowance was increased, this would} 
not be possible. 

“We no longer have trouble with 
queues,” he pointed out, “The pub- 
lic is coming to realize that it is 
possible to buy their allowance at 
any time during the month, instead 
of rushing down at the first of the 
month.”

“Bomb-Busting” City Airman 
Finds Work “Little Envied”

WITH THE R.C.A.F. IN 
ENGLAND, April 28.—(CP) 
—A mile and a half from a big 
bomb exploding is as close as 
anybody ought to be even if 
you do find men in Canada’s 
bomber group, such as FO. 
Richmond (Dick) Hanna of 
Edmonton, who snuggles 
right up to them a few min- 
utes before they go off. That's 
his job—and he can have it. 

This bomb only weighed 1,000 
pounds, Hanna, a big, blond arm- 
ament officer, explained it had 
been damaged when it fell as it 
was being hoisted into a Halifax; 
then it had been taken to the 
sand pit because “it is liable to 
go off any minute”; and that he 
and his right-hand man, WO. Tom 

Howard, a gnarled Yorkshireman, 
were going out to supervise its 
explosion. 

You don't tamper with the actual 
bomb on these occasions. It’s a 
matter of taking it far off by itself, 
putting dynamite around it and 
blowing it up.

The peak of labor demand came 
in September, 1943, when 219,000 
workers were needed, This now 
had dropped to 92,300, exciuding 
logging, with 35,000 persons avail- 
able for work but not yet referred 
to jobs. 

Looking to the future, he said 
increasing difficulty was being 
experienced in filling army re- 
quisitions for men under the 
mobilization regulations and the 
time was approaching when it 
would be necessary to rely 
largely on men now on deferment 
and those coming of age. Draft 
deferments for industrial workers 
would have to be curtailed.

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Here’s Hoping! 


That Edmonton taxpayers are deeply 
interested in the negotiations now going on 
at. New York, looking to the refinancing of 
$9,000,000 of city bonds held in the United 
States, goes without saying. While particu- 
lars of the plan under discussion have not 
been given out, it is tg be supposed that a 
worthwhile saving in interest charges is 
the objective. And information disclosed at 
Monday’s council meeting indicates there 


is a chance that the negotiations may be 
successful. 

A reduction of only one per cent in the | 
interest rates on this amount of bonds 
would effect a saving of $90,000 per year 
to the taxpayers, a sufficient consideration 
to arouse hope that a substantial cut will 
be secured. Dollars saved in this way 
would be a help toward lower taxes, and 
would also strengthen the city’s position to 
carry out a program of street and other 
improvements when war conditions pass 


and labor and materials are again avail- 
able. 

For both reasons council deserves 
hearty approval for having set the refin- 
ancing effort afoot. Edmonton taxes are 
too high, and our improvement schedule is 
away in arrears; largely because we are 
and have been paying boom time interest 
rates.

At the close of the second day of the 
campaign Edmonton had subscribed 8.65 
per cent of its Victory bond quota, against 
12.3 per cent of a similar quota at the cor- 
responding stage in the last loan drive. 

But outside the city, Northern Alberta 
had subscribed 22.7 per cent of its allot- 
ment, against 8.7 per cent at the same 
stage in the last campaign. 

The position of the city and the outside 
areas was sharply reversed. Edmonton had 
not done as well as in the Fifth loan sale, 
while the country districts and smaller 
towns had done better. City people will 
have to buy more heavily if they are to 
make as good a showing as they did last 
year. There is every reason to suppose 
they will pull up the slack. 

The significant fact in this early com- 
parison is the larger number of sales, and 
the heavily increased total of subscrip- 
tions, outside the city. This improvement 
reflects the bettered conditions now pre- 
vailing among farmers and in the towns 
and villages. A keen demand and better 
prices for farm products explain the dif- 
ference. 

City and country together in the first 
two days reached 15.4 per cent of their 
joint quota. This compares with 10.6 per 
cent of the same quota in the Fifth loan 
drive. This was a good start. At that rate 
of going Northern Alberta would make up 
the stated allotment in two weeks, and the 
probability is that subscriptions will pour 
in faster as the campaign gathers momen- 
tum and canvassing gets into full stride.

There will be one vacant chair when the 
Prime Ministers of the British Dominions 
gather around the council table at 
London—assuming that Wire is still to be 
classed as a Dominion, Prime Minister De 
Valera will not be there. 

He will not be absent because he is not 
wanted, but because he has made it im- 
possible that he should attend. The confer- 
ence is to be a war palaver mainly, and 
since Wire is a neutral state it is not en- 
titled to representation and could not par- 
ticipate without compromising its position 
of neutrality. 

There would be a warm welcome for 
FHire’s premier if he were to renounce neu- 
trality, align his country with the other 
Dominions against the Axis, and take his 
place at the conference. He will not do 
that, and however much Hire’s aloofness 
may be regretted there is nothing the con- 
ferees can do about it. Like the other Do- 
minions, Eire is self-governing, and 
chooses its own course. 

But while De Valera will not sit in the 
war council, let it not be forgotten that 
many thousands of men from Hire are 
serving in the British armies. They are 
volunteers, who left their country of their 
own accord to strike a blow for freedom. 
, They, and the section of the population 
they represent, are not neutrals on the 
issue of national liberty. Hire’s neutrality, 
they well know, would count for no more 
than the neutrality of Holland and Bel- 
gium and Norway if Hitler could land an 
invading force in Ireland.

Sweden Under Threat 


Comment at Stockholm discloses a 
healthy doubt that Hitler has thrown a 
whole new army into Denmark—with com- 
plements of tanks, planes and artillery— 
just to overawe the rebellious Danes, or to 
bar Allied landings in the peninsula, In 
the minds of the Swedish observers is a 
suspicion that this is a potential invasion 
force, whose presence so near their shores 
is intended to persuade the Swedes that 
they had better go on shipping ball bear- 


ings and iron ore to Germany. 

The suspicion is a good deal more real- 
istic than some of the excuses offered by 
the Stockholm papers for the refusal of the 
Allied request that these shipments be 
stopped. Threats are the political currency 
in which the Fuehrer deals with neutral 
States, and he has never failed to back up 
the threats by brutal force when these 
were ignored and he had power to strike. 


Thus far Sweden has escaped invasion 
because it delivered the goods according 
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to orders from Berlin. Not that the 
Swedes are weary of ruling themselves 
and want Hitler to become lord of Europe, 
but because they foresaw the fate of Nor- 
way would fall upon them if they did not 
do as Berlin told them to. Wherever its 
sympathies lay, Sweden was afraid to 
challenge the Fuehrer’s wrath, while it is 
making big money by supplying him with 
the materials he wants. 

The presence of a new Nazi army 
across the narrow Kattegat intensifies the 
pressure on Sweden to keep the supplies 
moving to the Reich. It correspondingly 
lessens the likelihood that Stockholm will 
reverse its decision to reject the Allies’ 
request; at least until such time as Allied 
aid is within reach should Hitler attempt 
to do in Sweden what he has done in Den- 
mark and Norway. 

The weakness of Sweden’s position is 
that it has no guarantee that Hitler will 
trust to intimidation. He may order the 
invasion without waiting to see what 
Sweden will do. Obviously he does not 
trust the Swedes to keep on shipping the 
supplies any more than he trusts the Finns 
to go on fighting for him. As he has taken 
charge in Finland, he may think it better 
to take charge in bet cht also. 

Hitler must be among those who sus- 
pect that Finland is willing to make peace 
with Russia, despite Helsinki’s open rejec- 
tion of Moscow’s terms. The Nazis have 
taken over control of the port of Petsamo, 
which lies close to Russia and would be a 
good place to land Allied troops to help 
the Finns oust the Germans. The signifi- 
cance of the move is that Berlin does not 
trust the Finnish authorities.

They refer to capitalism as “a pro- 
gressive system” and from these 
words the post gathers that they 
have entirely changed their minds 
on the matter. But communism has 
always held that theory, and in- 
deed it is the essence of their dia- 
lectic that capitalism must progress 
so as to prepare the way for com- 
munism. Communism builds on 
foundations already laid. The Post 
is unacquainted with the philosophy 
of communism.

Declaration of Moscow Is 
A Highly Realistic 


Document

In the Declaration of Moscow, 
Britain, the United States, Russia 
and China recognized “the neces- 
sity of establishing at the earliest 
practicable date a genera! organiza- 
tion, based on the principle of the 
sovereign equality of all peace-lov- 
ing states, and open to member- 
ship by all such states, large and 
small, for the maintenance of inter- 
national peace and security.” 


Explaining the Declaration to the 
United States Congress, Mr. Hull 
said: 

“The principle of sovereign qua)- 
ity of all peace-loving states, irre- 
spective of size and strength, as 
partners in a future system of gen- 
eral security will be the foundation 
stone upon which the future inter- 
national organization will, or 
should, be constructed.” 


The actual fact of national sov- 
ereignty—the right of nations to 
make for themselves the final de- 
cisions affecting their national 
lives—is thus to be rceognized and 
established in the new international 
organization. It will not be, and in 
the present state of human devel- 
opment cannot be, a worid govern-

/then no enduring world organiza- 
tion will be possible, for no nation 
{will feel bound at any point to 
}accept the joint responsibilities of 
‘collective action to assure peace. 
|But absolute national sovereignty, 
| while asserted in theory, has long 
|eeased to exist: in fact throughout 
| the world. 

; All the little nations of Europe 
asserted complete sovereignty be- 
{fore the war, but this assertion did 
|not save them from losing their 
|sovereignty, their land and the 
lives of their people in this war. 
; Sovereignty of this sort does not 
protect a nation’s independence, 
which is the whole object of sov- 
ereignty. Nor was the sovereignty 
of the most powerful nations, of 
Britain, Russia and the United 
States able to protect them from 
involvement in ruinous war for 
the second time within a single 
generation, 

The old theory of national sov- 
ereignty, which guaranteed each 
nation freedom of action at all 
times, was only conceivable in a 
primitive world of isolated states. 
It became inconceivable in a world 
as closely integrated as ours has 
been for perhaps two centuries. It 
became dangerous, it prevented 
joint action to prevent war, and it 
produced world anarchy in a world 
of modern machinery, communica- 
tions, trade and weapons.

Painting Modernizes Furniture 


Chairs and Tables Can be 
Brought Up to Date by| 


Refinishing 

By MARY ALICE QUAYNE 

The current problem is that of re- 
| modeling old furniture for con- 
|temporary use, since patriotie Can- 
adians are investing in victory 
bonds instead of buying new 
furniture, 

In remodeling old furniture the 
problem that often comes up is— 
how many liberties is it legitimate 
to take in fixing over such pieces? 
Generally, this is a safe rule to fol- 
low: Do about what you like with 


have | 


furniture that is simply old or 
middle-aged, That applies to much 
of the Victorian furniture, But more 
rare and precious antiques, the 
older irreplaceable things, should 
not have structural alterations that 
spoil the original line and design, 

In painting or refinishing the 
wood of old pieces, nearly anything 
goes because that doesn't harm the 
original piece, Even a tricky paint 
job can be removed later, and no 
harm done. Another angle on paint- 
ing old furniture—even real an- 
tiques, is that many were originally 
painted, and that includes the rarest 
of 18th century English and French 
pieces; so that a good paint job 
isn’t really sacrilege. 

In recent years painting was 
usually done only when the piece 
itself didn’t amount to much, When 
the wood was nice, the detail good, 
a natural wood finish was pre- 


taken off entirely, especially those 
machine-made gewgaws and curley- 


cues. New knobs, either wooden or | 


glass frequently improve an old 
piece. 

Don't forget that makeshift and 
homemade furniture is worth con- 


plain unpaneled door slab set on 
Sawhorses makes a _ good-looking 
trestle table; so does a sheet of 
plyboard or masonite set on saw 
horses, A sheet of plyboard, mason- 
ite or plate glass set on a pair of 
tyo-drawer file cases makes a fine 
desk or dressing table. A piece of 
plyboard also can be used for the 
headboard of a bed. Homemade 
bookshelves make fine end tables 
for a studio couch.

One is industralism, a force driv- 
ing towards universalism, towards 
lever wider co-operation and col- 
|laboration between the nations, to- 
wards world-wide integration. It 
tends to break down national, po- 
litical, racial and religious barriers, 
It reaches out over the world, seek- 
ing wider markets for increasing 
|quantities of mass-produced goods, 
land it raises the standard of liv- 
ing everywhere 

Just as industrialism sought to 
integrate the world with the be- 
ginnings of tte Industrial Revolu- 
tion, an opposing movement set in, 
the current of nationalism. Every- 
where nations began to assert the 
doctrine of sovereignty, to claim 
absolute independence of action, to 
claim superiority over their neigh- 
bors. While industralism was mov- 
ing towards the integration of the 
world, nationalism moved towards 
its disintegration,, and in two great 
|world wars within a quarter of a 
century nationalism has temporar- 
ily achieved its objective. 

*x* * * 


One or other of these currents 
must ultimately predominate, If 
nationalism predominates, a world 
which refuses to trade its goods 
and prosper as a whole will be 
doomed to continuing poverty; and 
a world which refuses to pool its 
power against aggresors will be 
doomed to continuing wars, If in- 
dustrialism, the spread and increase 
of wealth for the world at large, is 
to predominate, then nationalism 
must be tempered and modified, 
This means a diminution of theo 
retical sovereignty which, in fact, 
has proved to be anarchy. 

Such fundamental changes in the 
habits of nations do not occur- 
overnight. Like all great move- 
ments, like democracy itself, the 
merging of national sovereignty 
into collective action will take time, 
experience, trial and error. To in- 
sist at this point on the complete 
surrender of national sovereignty 
to any international organization 
} would be to make such an organ- 
ization impossible, for few nations 
would enter it on such terms, 
Therefore, the organization project- 
ed at Moscow recognizes not only 
the sovereignty of member nations 
but their equality—not in power, of 
course, but in human rights. 


* * * 


The effectiveness of the new 
| ganization will depend not on 
legal compulsion of members 
on their willingness freely to co- 
operate. This cannot produce an 
organization as powerful as a 
Utopian world government, with 
full power to control its members, 
but it is possible it can be estab- 
lished and it can be improved; 
whereas a world government is not 
practical politics. 

Like all human institutions the 
new organization will not be static. 
It will grow or it will die. The old 
League of Nations died not be- 
cause of any technical fault but 
because the nations lacked the will 
to make it live. If they have learned 
their lesson and have the will to 
make the new organization live, it 
will live, and living, will grow. The 
experience which all nations are 
gaining even today in the field of 
joint effort, on what Mr. King has 
called a functional basis, will ex- 
pand after the war into many new 
fields. As these projects succeed 
the field of joint action will widen 
and the most violent and irreconcil- 
able aspects of the doctrine of ab- 
solute sovereignty will gradually 
diminish. Men more and more will 
place their confidence in collective 
institutions, Sovereignty will be 
enforced more and more collec- 
tively to produce peace where it 
has been enforced individually in 
the past to produce chaos. All this 
is implicit in that highly practical

Rain Is Needed 
By Newly-Sown 


Prairie Grain 


WINNIPEG, April 28—(CP)— 
Rain was urgently needed last 
night in the prairie provinces to 
send newly-sown grain off to a 
good start. 

An unusual dry April in most dis- 
tricts following a winter of light 
snow has caused speculation in 
grain circles here that wheat 
acreage will increase substantially 
becauce wheat is more hardy than 
coarse grains. Wheat acreage a 
year ago was about 17,000,000 acres. 


BELOW NORMAL 

More than two-thirds of the 51 
crop districts in the three prairie 
provinces reported precipitation 
this month from 50 to 100 per cent 


below normal. Most of the others 
had five to 45 per cent sub-normal 
precipitation. Nine of 10 districts 
reporting 100 per cent below nor- 
mal moisture are in Alberta, 

In Manitoba, where spring 
rains often delayed wheat seed- 
ing or caused farmers to switch to 
coarse grains late in the spring, 
has almost 190 per cent of wheat 
sown already, said J. H. Evans, 
deputy minister of agriculture, 
Seeding generally is two to three 
weeks ahead of last year with oat 
sowing well advanced and barley 
Progressing “very nicely,” he 
added, 

Seeding also is general in Sas- 
katchewan and the dry conditions 
in the light soil areas made the 
farmers’ task a dusty business. No 
serious dust storms have been re- 
ported, however. 


ALBERTA SITUATION 


In southern Alberta about 25 per 
cent of wheat has been seeded and 
about a third of the sugar beet 
crop. Seeding was reported general, 
although a few farmers were hold- 
ing off for rain, Winter wheat and 
fall rye were reported doing well. 

In central Alberta, about five 

per cent of wheat has been sown 

, in the Edmonton area due to cold 
weather, 


Precipitation was reported near 
normal or above normal in the 
Peace River district of northern 
Alberta and north-central and east- 
central Saskatchewan.

The type of milk chosen may be 
a factor. Milks which have been 
neither boiled nor processed (as 
in drying or evaporation) may be 
a great burden upon the baby’s 
digestion, The union with the acid 
digestive juices may result in 
thick chunks of curd which leave 
the stomach with difficulty and 
may be vomited back. 


Over-exertion after feeding, too 
frequent feedings, thus allowing no 
proper interval between meals may, 
at times, result in vomiting. 


By and large, the most serious 
type of vomiting results from the 
mechanism of digestion itself and 
not from the food. Many a young 
baby seems to have a constriction 
or malformation in the elastic, 
muscular gateway from the stom- 
ach to the small intestine. Food 
remains in the stomach and is 
vomited eventually because it 
cannot push its way through this

Vitamin A may be provided more 
abundantly in the diet by selecting 
plenty of green and yellow veget- 
ables. It has been estimated that 
from 30 to 40 per cent. of the vita- 
min A value of modern diets comes 
from the use of vegetables having | 
green or yellow coloring. | 

A report on a fairly recent survey | 
shows that city diets are likely to| 
be low in vitamin A, The use of 3 
to 3% pounds per person per week 
of vegetables, together with the use 
of milk, butter and eggs, will pro- 
vide enough vitamin A. These vege- | 
tables should include: leafy veget- 
ables such as lettuce, celery (tops), | 
parsley, spinach, cabbage and beet 
tops; green vegetables such as as: | 
paragus, okra, green peas, siring| 
beans and broccoli; and yellow) 
vegetables such as carrots, winter 
squash, sweet potatoes and yellow 
turnips. 

Try to give your family 2 or 3 
servings of these vegetables a day. 

The same vegetables which are 
beneficial by supplying vitamin A, 
also supply vitamin C, iron, calcium | 
and cellulose. The cellulose is in- 
digestible and hence acts as a bulk- 
producer and aids regularity of the | 
intestinal elimination. 

Vitamin A is stored to some ex- 
tent in the body but for best results 
should be received daily. It appears 
to increase resistance to infections, 
especially those of the breathing 
passages and urinary tract. It help | 
to maintain a normal appetite; is 
necessary for a healthy skin, and 
for normal growth in children, It 
is also needed for normal keeness 
of vision. 

A mild deficiency of vitamin A 
apparently produces a lowered re- 
sistance to infection, dryness of the 
skin, poor appetite, lack of vigor, 
imperfect vision at night called 
“night blindness,” and digestive dis- 
turbances. A severe deficiency will 
produce loss of weight, retarded 
growth in children, and an eye dis- 
ease,
